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On November 3, 1964, a source made available a 
document entitled, "The Revolutionary Action Movement Manifesto , 
the document having been obtained by the source from an 
individual known to be a member of the Revolutionary Action 
Movement (RAM). 

This document stated, in part, that RAM was 
officially organized in the Winter of 1963 by Afro-Americans 
who support the revolutionary objectives of ROBERT F. WILLIAMS, 
then residing in Cuba, and his concept of organized violence 
to achieve the liberation of the Afro-American people in the 
United States. This Manifesto disclosed that RAM had oriented 
its program to one of education and political revolution and the 
organization of a "black 11 political party with revolutionary 
objectives, having recognized the need for a "black 
revolution" that could and would seize power. RAM philosophy 
is described in this document as one of revolutionary 
nationalism, that is, one involving the struggles of the non- 
white races of the world against exploitation and enslavement 
by the white capitalist and imperialist nations. 

Regarding WILLIAMS, it should be noted that.; 
on August 28, 1961, a Federal warrant was issued at Charlotte, 
North Carolina, charging him with Unlawful Flight to Avoid * 

Prosecution for the crime of kidnaping. Subsequent to the 
issuance of this warrant, WILLIAMS fled the United States 
to Cuba, 'where he published a monthly 'newsletter entitled, 

"The Crusader" from Havana. As of December, 1966, WILLIAMS 
was residing in Peking, China. 

This source, in September, 1964, advised RAft is 
dedicated to the overthrov? of the captialist system in the 
United States, by violence, if necessary, and to its replacement 
by a socialistic system oriented toward the Chinese Communist 
interpretation of Marxism-Leninism.

Literature distributed by the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee CSNCC) , headquartered at 360-362 
Nelson Street, S.W,, Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself 
as not being a membership organization, but rather an* agency 
attempting to stimulate and foster the growth of local pro- 
test movements. SNCC was born out of the sit-in movement 
which erupted across the South beginning on February 1, 1960, 

A conference at Raleigh, North Carolina, that Spring, brought 
together many of the demonstrating Southern students in a 
loose network of militant youth which was officially named 
SNCC in October, 1960, 

A source has advised that in Hay, 1966, STOKELY 
CARMICHAEL was elected National Chairman by the Central 
Committee. In May, 1967, CARMICHAEL was replaced as Chairman 
by H. RAPP BROWN , with CARMICHAEL assuming the position of 
Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC, In August, .1967, at 
the invitation of FIDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL participated in 
the Organization of Latin American Solidarity Conference 
which was held in Havana, Cuba, Subsequent thereto, CARMICHAEL 
traveled to Hanoi and other sections of North Vietnam, . Ke 
returned to the United States in December, 1967, at which 
time his passport was picked up because of travel to un- 
authorized countries, 'I* • , 

A source advised that when CARMICHAEL was elected 
Chairman of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of 
eliminating Caucasians from its ranks. With the election of 
H. RAP BROWN as Chairman in 1967, it embarked on a world- 
wide struggle for human rights and to take a firm stand 
against violations of these rights by the American Government 
and to strengthen its programs of opposition to the draft, 
and to the United States involvement in Vietnam. * 

Literature distributed in February, 1968, identifies 
SNCC as an organization in the revolutionary vanguard. It 
advocates that to be successful it is necessary to develop a 
revolutionary ideology and revolutionary program.

"JAMES BALDWIN, the guest speaker, didn’t arrive 
until after 11 p.m. 

"A Mr. CROOK, who is a staff worker at the L, A. 

SNCC office, told of some of the projects SNCC was working on. 

They were: 

”1. Liberation schools to ’unbrainwash* black people. 

”2. Establishing survival centers where food and aid 
can be obtained during a revolt. He said that during past ’revolts 
aid was not immediately available to those involved in the action. 
They had to wait till Negro ministers and sympathetic groups 
collected what was needed and brought it to the area . This slowed 
down the revolt. These survival centers will be stocked ahead 
of time and will be prepared to give instant aid whenever the 
uprising or revolt happens. 

” 3 . Legal gun clubs are already . underway . CROOK 
pointed out that if the police could teach housewifes and 
other white people how to shoot then the blacks had better 
be trained in the use of weapons to defend themselves. 

"CROOK also brought out the fact the LASNCC has to 
raise $250,000 bail money for 5 LA SNCC workers who were 
arrested in New Orleans. CROOK said these workers had gone 
there to attend the trial of H, RAPP BROWN. , 

"JAMES BALLWIN was then introduced. BALDWIN said he 
would not encourage his black brothers to go out & commit 
violence in the streets. Neither woul0 he encourage them to 
stand by and let one of the brothers be hurt or killed. He 
warned his brothers not to be goaded into a fight on white 
man’s soil and white men’s terms. He said this could result

However, the black people are looked upon as evil 
when they fight for their rights and freedom. 

"He mentioned that there probably was a CIA or FBI 
agent in the group attending this party but he didn’t care. ' 

He said one can never be sure who one is associating with. Then 
he said that those attending this party couldn’t even be 
sure of him. ' . 

"There were some questions from the floor aft^r 
he finished speaking. One was asked by a lady from the Peace 
and Freedom Party who wanted to know what white people could do. 
He said they could work in their own white communities, but he 
went on to say that he thinks itfe too late that the Blacks 
whites were on a c olisi on course and he didn’t think anything 
was really going to prevent it. 

"CLARE REESE- ALLEN then gave a pitch for money to 
help get the 5 SNCC workers out of jail. A basket was passed 
around to collect the money donated for this cause.

Literature distributed by the Student Nonviolent 
Coordinating Committee (SNCC), headquartered at 360-362 Nelson 
Street, S.W,, Atlanta, Georgia, describes itself as not being a 
membership organization, but rather an agency attempting to stimulate 
and foster the growth of local protest movements. SNCC was born 
out of the sit-in movement which erupted across the South beginning 
on February 1, i960. A conference at Raleigh, North Carolina, that 
Spring, brought together many of the demonstrating Southern students 
in a loose network of militant youth which was officially named 
SNCC in October, i960. 

A source has advised that in May, 1966, STOKELY CARMICHAEL 
was elected National Chairman by the Central Committee. In May, 1967 > 
CARMICHAEL was replaced as Chairman by H. RAP BROWN, with CARMICHAEL 
assuming the position of Recruiter and Organizer for the SNCC. In 
August, 1967, at the invitation of FIDEL CASTRO, CARMICHAEL parti- 
cipated In the Organization of Latin American Solidarity Conference 
which was held In Havana, Cuba. Subsequent thereto, CARMICHAEL 
traveled to Hanoi and other sections of North Vietnam, He returned 
to the United States in December, 1967* at which time his passport 
was picked up because of travel to unauthorized countries. 

A source advised that when CARMICHAEL was elected Chairman 
of SNCC, the organization embarked on a program of eliminating 
Caucasians from its ranks. With the election pf H. RAP BROWN as 
Chairman in 1967* it embarked on a world-wide struggle for human 
rights and to take a firm stand against violations of these rights 
by the American Government and to strengthen its programs of opposition 
to the draft and to the United States inyolvement in Vietnam. 

Literature distributed in February, 1968, identifies SNCC 
as an organization in the revolutionary vanguard. It advocates 
that to be successful it is necessary to develop a revolutionary 
ideology and revolutionary program.

' • The financial situation of SNCC in NYC is in 
very bad shape, and the New York Office of SNCC is the wealthiest 
of all SNCC offices including the National Headquarters 
in Atlanta. The SNCC account at the Amalgamated Bank, 

NYC, as of Y/13/6b, showed a balance of $176.00. The 
financial situation is so critical that the resort trip 
by JAMES FORMAN and JOHN WILSON to California had to be 
paid out of funds, they were able to borrow personally. 

Funds In the past have been obtained by two 
fund raising mailings per year, which consisted of a letter 
soliciting funds in the name of a prominent Negro for SNuC* 

Some of the prominent Negroes who have loaned their signatures

are planned for the immediate future. 

As of 7/22/6b, the bank account at the Amalgamated 
Bank, NYC, for the National Black Anti-War Anti-Draft Union 
had a balance of $27*00. The current shortage of donations 
is attributed to the fact all the liberal money, particularly 
anti-war '<money is being donated to the n MC CARTHY For 
President” campaign, aqd should he fail to get the nomination, 
it is felt it will again become available. / 

DONALD STONE is currently in charge of the 
Liberation School program of SNCC, and he has established 
one such school in Atlanta, and IRVING DAVIS, who actually 
works under STONE, has formed a school at LIU, Brooklyn, NY* 

A chapter of SNCC reportedly has been formed in Elizabeth, NJ, 
however, little of this is known. This is not unusual, as 
there are many so-called chapters throughout the country, 
whose identity is unknown to many of the SNCC leadership, 
and are volunteer worker type groups, having nothing to do 
with SNCC policy making.
